Torreon, Mexico, April 26.—American 
Consul Coen, at Durango City, has ad- 
vised all Ameritans to leave the city 
and is himself considering the advisa- 
bility of going to the border. A serious 
situation has been caused through the 
violent anti-American agitation which 
has been carried on by the Durango 
newspapers since the American soldiers 
and Mexicans clashed at Parral. 


Washington, April 26.—General in- 
etructions for the assistance of General 
Scott at his forthcoming conference 
with Sarranza's war minister, General 
Obregon, were drafted by Secretary 
Baker today after conferences with 
President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing. General Obregon was due at Eagle 
Pass tonight, but no definite word has 
been received from him as to the time 
and place of the meeting. 

The only official statement as to the 
nature of the instructions was the fol- 
lowing issued by Secretary Baker: 

“The instructions are to discuss a 
basis for the most cordial and complete 
co-operation between the American and 
Mexican forces in the attainment of 
their common object.“

London, April 26.— British regulars 
from Belfast and England are now in 
Dublin and have recaptured from the 
revolutionary faction several impor- 
tant centers which the members of the 
Sinn Fein party and their adherents 
had occupied. These include St. Ste- 
phen’s green and Liberty hall. 

Martial law has been proclaimed in 

the city and county of Dublin, and the 
official announcement is made that 
drastic steps are being taken to sup- 
press the movement and arrest those 
responsible for it. 
That the government intends to deal 
with the offenders with a heavy hand 
is indicated by the publication of a 
proclamation in the official gazette to- 
night suspending in Ireland section 1 
of the defense of the realm amendment 
act of 1915, which gives to a British 
subject charged with an offense under 
the act the right to be tried by a civil 
court. 

Special Military Emergency. |

emergency,” as specified in sub-section

Officials hope, however, 
that its more immediate result will be 
to clear away the misunderstandings 
and sispicion with which the movements 
of American troops have been regarded 
by local Mexican commarders and offi- 
cials; to free supply shipments for the 
troops from interference which they 
have met heretofore, and perhups to 
make possible real joint operations for 
the capture of Villa. 

While it is now known that the or- 
ders mention Villa, General Scott may 
point out to General Obregon that the 
most effective way to secure early 
withdrawal of the American forces from 
Mexico would be to lend all, possible 
aid in the chase for the bandits. It 
would be made clear that United. States 
officers have no doubt of their ability 
to capture the bandits were it not for 
their desires to avoid clashes with the 
Mexicans such as occurred at Parral.

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LEASED 1 BOND 


Attorney Trabue Is Silent 
About Tragedy — Clashes. 
Between: Attorneys Over 
Nashville Graft Case Prob- 
able Cause. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 26.—Charles | 
C. Trabue, aged 45, prominent Nash- 
ville attorney, who this morning shot 
and killed Attorney Harry S. Stokes, 
age 39, chiéf counsel for the taxpayers, 
in the chancery court investigation of 
city conditions, made bond of $25,000 
late this afternoon and was released 
from the county -jail. 

Bond Readily Made. 

Mr. Trabue was araigned before 
Justice of the Peace Jones and waived 
examination. He was bound over to 
the criminal court. Application for 
bond met with a favorable decision from 
the magistrate and the necessary signa- 
tures were immediately secured. A. 
large number of prominent men of- 
fered to sign the bond as. soon as they 
heard of Mr. Trabue’s arrest. The 
wealth of the men whose signatures 
were attached. runs into several mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Further investigation of the mysteri- } 
ous killing which plunged. Nashville 
into a wild state of excitement | “today 
threw little. definite ‘light on Mr. 
Stokes’ death. 

Discovery of blood on Mr. Trabue's 
clothing, however, together. with the 
fact that Mr. Trabue’s hat was found 
on the floor of Mr. Stokes’. private of- 
fice, Where the killing occurred, gave 
rise to a theory, that a struggle had 
preceded the firing of thé shots. 

Another theory is that there was a 
struggle between the men after Mr. 
Trabue had fired the first shots: It is 
pointed out that this would account for 
the blood on Mr. Trabue's clothing. 

There were no witnesses to the shoot- 
ing and though several other attorneys, ’ 
associates of Mr. Stokes and several ; 
stenographers were in adjoining of- 
fices, no one heard sounds of a strug: | 
gle. They state that they had no idea 
that there was any trouble until they 
heard the shots. Immediately after- | 
ward Mr. Trabue stepped out of Mr 
Stokes office and announced quietly | 
that he had killed Mr. Stokes. 

“I killed Harry Stokes,” he said.

President Wilson, While

HARD FOR AMERICANS 
TO LEAVE GERMANY.

DECLARES WILSON. 

Washington, April 26.—President 
Wilson and Senator Stone, chairman of 
the senate foreign relations committee, 
discussed for an hour tonight interna- 
tional questions facing the United 
Statés, including the submarine contro- 
versy with Germany, the Mexican situ- 
ation and Japan’s protest against fea- 
tures in the house immigration bill 
which will be taken up by the senate 
immigration committee tomorrow. 

The conference was devoted chiefly 
to the submarine igsue. While Senator 
Stone would not discuss the details, it 
is known that eventualities which may 
follow the receipt of Germany's reply 
to the last note sent by the United 
States were gone over thoroughly. The 
president did not attempt to minimize 
the gravity of the situation, but he hes 
not given up hope that a break in diplo- 
matic relations with Germany may be 
avoided.

HALT BY AMERICANS

El Paso, Texas, April 26.—The news 
of the battle of Tomachic, in which 
Colonel George A. Dodd routed 260 
Villa adherents, was accepted here as 
a confirmation of reports that the ac- 
tivity of the American troops had en- 
couraged the bandits in northern Chi- 
huahua to unite and resume their 
depredations. According to informa- 
tion here the bandits have accepted the 
halt in the pursuit of Villa as meaning 
that the Americans have been defeated 
by the bandit chief and soon will be 
driven out of Mexico. 

Mexican officials in Juarez urge this 
as an additional reason why the expe- 
ditionary force should be promptly 
withdrawn. They claim that the forces 
of the de facto government are ham- 
pered by the presence of the Ameri- 
cans, as their leaders. have refrained 
from extended operations in order to 
avoid any possibility of clashes with 
General Pershing’s troops. 

The conference between General 
Scott and General Obregon is awaited 
with unconcealed impatience by both 
sides in the hope that it will at least 
put an end to the present unsatisfac- 
tory situation. Reports that General 
Scott had instructions to discuss co- 
operation with the Mexican minister of 
war has raised the hopes of the “inter- 
vention” that the American govern- 
ment is not contemplating the with- 
drawal of the expeditionary army.

Four Persons Killed and 
Hundreds of Homes Dam- 
aged--Germans Claim They 
Sunk Steamer and Cap- 
tured Crew. 


London, April 26.—Tarmouth was 
bombarded, as well as Lowestoft, by 
the German warships which attacked 
the eastern coast yesterday. Four per- 
sons were killed and twelve wounded 
at Yarmouth. 

The following official account of the 
raid was given out today: 

“The bombardment of Lowestoft and 
Yarmouth yesterday morning began at 
4:10 o'clock and lasted about half an 
hour. Despite the heavy guns employ- 
ed by the enemy ships, the damage was 
relatively slight. A convalescent home, 
a swimming bath, the pier and forty 
dwelling houses were extensively dam- 
aged. Some 200 dwelling houses were 
slightly damaged. 

“Two men, one woman and one child 
were killed. Three persons were seri- 
ously wounded and nine slightly 
wounged. 

“Fire was opened on Great Yarmouth 
at the same time. Here the damage 
was one large building seriously dam- 
aged by fire and another building 
slightly damaged by shell fire.”

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GERMAN STORY 


OF THE RAID. 

Berlin, April 26.—(Via London.)—The 
German naval forces which bombarded 
Lowestoft yes ay sank the steamer 
King Stephen and captured her crew, 
it was officially announced today. 
This is the same steamer that refused 
to rescue the crew of the Zeppelin L-19, 
which dropped into the North sea. 
It was also announced that a de- 
stroyer and another scout boat aside 
from the King Stephen were sunk and 
that on one of the cruisers attacked a 
bad fire was observed. 

The official statement on the raid 
follows: = 

“At daybreak parts of our high sea 
forces bombarded with good success 
the fortifications and important mili- 
tary buildings at Great Yarmouth and 
Lowestoft and afterwards opened fire 
on a group of enemy airmen, small 
cruisers and destroyers. 

“On one cruiser a big fire was ob- 
served. One destroyer and two enemy 
scout boats were sunk, one of the lat- 
ter being the English fishing steamer 
King Stephen, which refused to save 
the crew of the German airship L-19 
when in distress. 

“The crew of the fishing steamer was 
taken prisoner. The remaining enemy 
naval forces withdrew. On our side 
there were no losses and all the ships 
returned undamaged. 


“Simultaneously with the attack of . 


our naval forces a naval air squadron 
attacked, on the night of April 24-25 
the eastern counties of England. Bombs 
were thrown with good effect on indus- 
trial buildings at Cambridge and Nor- 
wich railway buildings near Lincoln, 
batteries near Winterton, Ipswich, 
Norwich and Harwich as well as enemy 
reconnoitering ships on the English 
coast. Despite a violent bombardment 
all the airships landed untouched in 
home harbors. 

“Aeroplanes of our naval air detach- 
ment early on Tuesday morning pelted 
effectively with bombs harbor works, 
fortifications and the aerodrome at 
Dunkirk. All returned undamaged. 

“The previously-reported outpost en- 
counters off the Flanders coast on Mon- 
day were continued on Tuesday. A 
British destroyer was badly damaged 
by our naval forces and an auxiliary 
steamer sunk and the crew captured 
and taken to Zeebrugge. Our forces 
also returned from these enterprises 
undamaged.

United States Recognizes 
Right of Merchantmen to 
Arm for Defense—Attacks 


— 


Washington, April 26.—An official 


ed States toward armed merchant 
ships, made public today by Secretary 
Lansing, reiterates and explains the 
purpose of the American government 
to recognize the right of peaceful ves- 
sels to carry arms for defense and at 
the same time, while referring only to 
warships generally, clearly sets forth 
the conditions under which the United 
States holds submarines. may attack 
merchant craft. 
Copies for all Embassies. 

The declaration was issued in the 
form of a Memorandum prepared by 
Mr. Lansing at President Wilson's di- 
rection during the secretary's brief va- 
cation last month. ‘Copies of it were 
given to each of the embassies and le- 
gations here and while no official ex- 
planation was forthcoming as to the 
purpose of publishing the memorandum 
at this time, it is assumed that at 
least the substance of it will reach 
the Berlin foreign office before a re- 
ply is dispatched to the Americar de- 
mand for. abandonment of Germany's 
present methods of submarine warfare. 
This would serve to answer in advance 
certain questions which cable dis- 
patches have indicated the German 
government was inclined to ask. 

In connection with the memorandum 
it was stated that the state depart- 
ment now was awaiting a response 
from Great Britain to a request for 
copies of orders to armed British mer- 
chant vessels. Germany has charged 
that these ships were instructed to act 
aggressively against submarines, and 
has submitted photographic copies of 
orders taken some time ago from cap- 
tured craft. This evidence is not con- 
sidered conclusive here, however, as 
the United States will base its posi- 
tion on orders now in effect. 


All Stated in Lusitania Case. 


During the long drawn out negotia- 
tions following the sinking of the Lus- 
itania, Secretary Lansing has stated in 
general terms nearly all of the postu- 
lates which he lays down in today’s 
declaration. It was determined, how- 
ever, to gather these into one compact 
statement and to elaborate the state 
department’s views beyond any possi- 
bility of misunderstanding or double 
construction. 

An effort is made to differentiate be- 
tween an armed ship in a neutral port 
and the same vessel on the high seas. 
In the first case, it is shown that the 
United States government is concerned 
solely to protect | itself against any 
charges that might de made by one 
of the belligerents that it had allowed 
American ports to be used as a base 
for hostile operations by its enemy. Mr. 
Lansing insists that the neutral gov- 
ernment is to be the sole judge of 
the status of armed merchant ships 
in its ports in the absence of any set- 
tied rule of international law. A com- 
mission or orders from a belligerent 
government to conduct aggressive op- 
erations under penalty of punishment 
for failure to do so would stamp the 
vessel as a warship. In the absence 
of such evidence the neutral govern- 
ment may lay down its own rules of 
evidence to determine the character of 
the ship and moreover these rules, un- 
like principles of international law, may 
be changed or modified during the 
progress of the war.

CASEMENT TO BE TRIED 
FOR HIGH TREASON. 

London, April 26.—Sir Roger Case- 
ment, leader of the Separatist faction 
in Ireland, who was captured while 
attempting to land arms from Germany 
on the Irish coast, was conveyed across 
lreland Saturday by a strong, armed 
escort who knew the prisoner only by 
two initials. He arrived in London 
without incident and immediately was 
lodged in the Metropolitan prison. 

The fact that Sir Roger Casement, 
has been brought to England to stand 
trial and is detained in military cus- 
tody leads the assumption that he will 
be tried on the charge of high treason. 

This charge has been preferred less 
than half a dozen times in England in 
the last hundred years. The last in- 
stance was during the Boer war, re- 
sulting in the cenviction of Arthur 
Lynch in 1903. Mr. Lynch, who is now 
a member of the house of commons, 
Was sentenced to death, but the sen- 
tence was commuted, and a year later 
a pardon was granted. 

The Express suggests the possibility 
that Sir Roger, if convicted of high 
treason, may be beheaded, as, under 
the existing law, a person found guilty 
of this offense may by crown warrant 
be given the penalty of beheading in- 
stead of hanging. 


THREATENING LETTER 
SENT TO SPRING-RICE, 


Washington, April 26.—The_ British, 
ambassador, Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, to- 
day received and referred to the state 
department an anonymous threatening 
communication declaring that any 
treatment of Sir Roger Casement other 
than that due a prisoner of war of the 
highest rank would be a sentence of 
death’ against him “and other English 
servants in this country.” 


IRISH-AMERICANS 


BACKED REVOLT. 5 


New York, April 26.— The revolt in 
Ireland far exceeds in extent the ad- 
missions of the British government, ac- 
cording to information reported today 
to have been received in Irish circles 
here. A force of 10,000 rebels is op- 
posing authorities in Dublin and neigh- 
boring Irish counties, it was asserted. 

The reports had it that John Mac- 
Neill, leader of the Irish. volunteers and 
editor of their official organ, The Irish 
Volunteer, had been shot. é 

The activities of Sir Roger Casement 
were partly financed by Irish-Ameri- 
cans, Who contributed more than $100.,- 
000 to the cause, according to Jeremiah 
O’Leary, director of the United Irish 
societies of this city and president of 
the American Truth society. 

Mr. O’Leary and other prominent 
Irish-Americans here who favor Irish 
independence insisted, however, that 
there was no connection with Sir 
== expedition and the Dublin re- 
olt. 


Papers which show that prominent 
Irishmen and Germans in the United 
States exhibited a keen interest in plans 
for a revolt in Ireland were found by 
federal agents in their raid on the for- 
mer offices here of Captain Franz von 
‘Papen, withdrawn German military at- 
tache, according to a statement made 
tonight by a high government official. 
Whether the government will under- 
take an investigation rests with the 
department of justice at Washington, 
which has the question under advise- 
ment, it was said.

“The city cannot operate the destruc- 
tor plant. The only thing left for the 
city to do will be to go back to first 
principles and dump their garbage as 
was done before the plant was built. 
This is the only legal step ,left to 
take,” declared James L, Maysdn, city 
attorney, last night. 

“There is now in effect an injunc- 
tion granted to-the Destructor com- 
pany, preventing the city from oper- 
ating the plant. The city has never 
operated it and if the company sees 
fit to stop operation the only redress 
lef council if the city wants a crem- 
atory, will. be stop the suit by the 
payment of the contract price and 
court costs. 

„The case is like any other legal 
battle and will go on just as others do 
unless council stops it by payment of 
the rest of the contract price and the 
costs. If the city sees fit to continue 
the case then the matter will probably: 
be carried to the higher courts. 

Could Modify Injunction. _— 

“By an agreement with the attor- 
neys for the company and the city the 
injunction can be lifted to allow the 
city to operate the plant during the 
time the case is pending in the courts 
and until it is finally settled. Such a 
plan has not been suggested to me, 
but it could be done if the company 
would agree. It would work for the 
best interests of the citizens at large. 
But at present the city has no author- 
ity to take over the plant or to oper- 
ate it.” : | 

The question of what to do with the 
plant after May 2, when the Destruc- 
tor company has notified the city they 
intend to cease operations, is worrying 
city officialss Mayor Woodward is pre- 
paring a message for council on the 
subject to be presented at the next 
meeting. 

Mayor Woodward stated Wednesday 
he did not know what the city would 
do in the matter. He said he saw no 
reason why ‘such a discussion should 
have arisen, as in his opinion the city 
has a perfect right to appeal the case 
and the injunction to any court. He 
said that the city might try totake over 
the plant after May 2 and operate it 
until the case Is finally determined hy 
the courts. He does not want the city 
to be without the service of the plant.

The New Orleans Times-Picayune is vig- 
orous in its @egunciation of Republican 
Leader Mann, of * lower house 
of congress for his impütation In a recent 
speech that President Wilson was using the 
German situation as a political dodge, and

Declaring that it is difficult to believe 
that any politician in his right senses could 
impute such a motive to any president of 
the United States in so grave a crisis, The 
Times-Picayune says: 


Mr. Mann should. make haste to 
apologize for his .outburst of malignant 
partisanship.

The Toronto Globe, discussing the liquor 
question in Canada, says that the traffic has 
scarcely. a friend left who will publicly stand 
up in its defense, either in the press or in 
parliament. Speaking of the attitude of the 
press, The Globe says: 

+ 3a Canada this change has been 
wrought within this generation. A quar- 
ter century ago the annual banquet of 
the Canadian Press association was some- 
times an occasion for post-prandial ora- 

-tory made stupid with stimulants. Of 

late years both the liquors and the liquor- 

drinking are banished. 

It is the same in every department of 
business, where annual and other important 
gatherings.are conducted on the principle 
that there can be good fellowship and a fine 
time all round without the filled and refilled 
wineglass. 

The sentiment in England is not as strong 
against the drink question as it presumably. 
is in Canada, but England is bringing about 
reforms in the traffic by slow degrees, and 
these are working for the common good. 

Attention has already been directed tothe 
fact that many English jails are empty, be 
cause of the decrease in crime, due to the 
more temperate habits of the people; that 
tifere are more steady workers in the fac- 
tories, and happier homes throughout the 
kingdom. — 

Russia went the whole way in the ban- 
ishment of booze, and government and peo- 
ple are satisfied with the results; but even 
the little way other countries have gone has 
proved vastly beneficial. 

Grand Duke Nicholas, who is winning 
wonderful victories now, justly praises the 
fighting -qualities of his sober soldiers. 
“Vodka,” he says, “might make men rush 
into battle, but it's a blind rush. The soldier 
must know what he’s doing.” 

So, in war, as in peace, “Booze has hardly 
a friend left.” The gentleman who was 
celebrated in song as having “never blamed 
the booze,” is silent now when confronted 
with evidence against it—with the work 


of the masses through the curtailment or 
elimination of the traffic. 

And that work is but the natural result 
of a growing public sentiment, not confined 
to any section of country, but with some- 
thing like a world-sweep in its far-reaching 
influence for the betterment of humanity. 


GEORGIA PEANUTS. 


Among other important suggestions look- 
ing to crop diversification, which the appear- 
ance of the boll weevil in this state has 
given rise to, is that of more extended pea- 
nut culture. The state department of agri- 
culture has just issued a bulletin addressed 
to Georgia farmers, dealing with peanut 
growing in all of its various aspects. The 
information contained in this bulletin was 
compiled from the best available data on 
the subject, and every farmer in Georgia 
ought to have a copy of it. - 

Scientific investigation as to the value of 
peanut oil and other products derived from 
it has given the crop an increased impor- 
tance. | 

Peanut oil today is second in importance 
only to cotton seed oil. Peanut oil mills are 
now in the course of construction at three 
southwest Georgia points, and are being 
erected over the south wherever there is a 
sufficient tonnage of the crop available for 
crushing and oil extraction. The three mills 
now being built in this state will consume 
an average of sixty tons a day, or an aggre- 
gate of something like 20,000 tons a year. 

The erection of these mills creates a 
demand for the product which did not here- 
tofore exist, just as the new packing plants 
in Georgia have brought about a demand for 
locally grown cattle and hogs. The peanut 
oll idea is taking hold just as has the pack- 
ing plant idea; and these two agencies prom- 
ise to accomplish as much or more in en- 
| couraging agricultural diversification in 
Georgia as all others combined. 

Cotton seed used to be plowed into the 
ground as a fertilizer or thrown away; today 
it is worth $25 to $30 a ton. Peanuts have 
been grown chiefly as a food for fattening 
hogs; while they may still be so used, the 
surplus crop promises to rival in value that 
of cotton seed. It is only a question of time 
until multiplied uses are found for peanut 
oil, when the demand will compe! its wider 
and more extended cultivation. ;

Says So-Called Dry States 
Do Not Want Real Prohibition 


Editor Constitution: I have just read in 
The Constitution your editorial in which you 
point out that— 

“ „„ of all the states which have en- 
acted prohibition laws in their extremest 
and most radical form, there is not one of 
them but has carefully paved the way to 
allow every family wanting it, to buy enough 
liquor to supply its ultimate demand. It is 
one of the remarkably strange paradoxes of 
prohibition that nowhere, as yet, has definite 
effect been made wholly to prohibit.” 

Commenting on the foregoing statement 
of fact you make this assertion: 

“The true remedy, of course, lies in guch 
action by the federal government as will 
enable any state desiring it to have real 
prohibition. As long as the national law 
of interstate shipment is allowed to stand 
in the way, it will be practically impossible 
for any state to enforce sure enough pro- 
hibition.” f 

The fact of the matter is that every state 
has the right, under the national law, to 
shut out liquor from other states. Georgia 
has prohibition, and also she has a pro- 
vision that liquor may be shipped to her 
citizens. If the people of Georgia wanted 
real prohibition all they would have to do 
would be to say so in their laws. ö 

The Webb-Kenyon law makes unlawful 
the shipping of liquor in any case where 
the intention is to violate the law of the 
state into which the liquor is shipped.

Muscle is the power transmission plant 


of the human body. It is operated from the 
brain and enables man to move himself and 
other things from place to place and some- 
times back again. Muscle is about the only 


‘thing which distinguishes some real men 


from the wooden imitations in front of the 
cigar stores. 

Muscle has been a great boon to the hu- 
man race. By its help, men have tilled the 
soil, worked the mines, built their homes, 
and have brought up their sons to honor 
and respect them. For many centuries muscle 
did all the work of the world. It built the 
pyramids and smote the barbarians hip and 
thigh. But gradually in the last centtry 
steam, electricity and science have been dis- 
placing muscle on every hand. . The farmer is 
more in need of double-seated overalls today 
than he is of muscle. The housewife washes, 
sews, and sweeps the floor by electricity.

As yet, however, muscle is as great a 
source of amusement as the brain, and is 
carefully acquired by enthusiastic collectors 
who pay large sums for rare and well-devel- 
oped sapecimens.

Re- 
gaining contro] of her faculties, she sings 
appealingly the “Sacred Names,” the theme 
of which is the conflict between her love for 
her father and that for Rhadames. 

An altar in the temple of Vulcan, where 
the priests and priestesses have gathered 
to bless the army, is revealed when the cur- 
tain rises on the sceond scene. A chant of 
praise to the goddess, Ptah, is heard behind 
the scenes, then Ramfis and Rhadames join 
in the duet, with chorus, “God, Guardian 
and Avenger.” Rhadames is presented the 
sacred armor and, with the mystic dance of 
the priestesses in progress, the curtain falls. 

In the second act the Princess Amneris, 
with her slaves about her, receives Rha- 
dames, Who ig about to return in triumph 
from the wars. The ballet is introduced 
here, and Aida, the slave, approaches, and 
she and Amneris sing a number of duets, in

a ® marriage, and. Aida sings ot 
her love and her renunciation. aes . 

The second scene of the act shows the 
walls. of Thebes, with the king and his 
court awaiting the entrance of the victori- — 
ous army. While a thrilling chorus is 
being sung, the Egyptian troops enter, the 
Spectacle presented being a most gorgeous 
one. Rhadames, the conquering hero, is 
borne in to receive the plaudits of the mul- 
titudes. Then the captives enter, and it 
is here that Aida recognizes her father 
among them. : 

Here begins a quartet for the principals, 
with Amonasro pleading for his fellows, 
Aida and Rhadames pleading for mercy and 
the high priests demanding death for all 
of the captives. The king, yielding to the 
pleas for mercy, frees all the prisoners save 
Aida'sefather, and then bestows upon Rha- 
dames the hand of Amneris. 

Moonlight on the Nile. 

Moonlight on the Nile is a scene that 
opens Act III., and it is one of the most 
| beautiful settings of the opera. From the 
Temple of Isis, standing beneath the palms, 
float the voices of women chanting “O Thou 
Who Art of Osiris,” and then enters Rha- 
dames and Amneris. They go into the tem- 
ple together, and then Aida appears and 
sings her despairing, appealing aria, “Oh, 
My Native Land.” 

At this juncture Amonasro urges Aida. to 
persuade Rhadames to reveal his plans of 
campaign against the Ethiopians, but she re- 
fuses. Then follow three duets, including 
the beautiful “Thou Shalt See Once More the 
Balmy Forests,” and “Up, Then! Rise and 
Destroy!“ Aida, overcome, finally yields, and 
betrays her lover. : 

Rhadames, who enters at this juncture 
and attempts to embrace Aida, is repulsed. 
He protests, disclaiming love for Amneris 
and avowing that for Aida, and the latter 
then begs him to flee the country with 
her. Consenting, he reveals his plan 
of campaign, which Amneris overhears. His 
arrest follows, and Aida and her father es- 
cape together. 

Torn between love and vengeance, Am- 
neris is seen sitting in despair in a room 
in the palace when Act IV. opens, She orders 
Rhadames brought to her, and to him she 
offers to save his life if he will renounce 
love for Aida, which he refuses to do. The 
condemned soldier is led to the room of 
judgment, while Amneris, Ramfis, and chorus 
sing “Ah, Death Approaches.” The priests 
cross the hall, and the princess, repentant, 
appeals for mercy for the doomed man, but 
ear priests reply that his doom is past re- 
call. 

In the last scene Rhadames, while wait- 
ing for the last stone to be placed upon his 
tomb, begins the great duet, The Fatal 
Stone,” and as he sings the faint voice of 
Aida is heard to blend with his, coming 
from the remote recesses of the tomb, she 
having secreted herself there that she might 
die with her lover, and the final curtain falls 
as the voices of the two blend in “Farewell,

n Legal Action as a 
Remedy for Lynchings 


Editor Constitution: We have read so 
much of mob law in the papers for the last 
twelve months that I know it will be refresh- 
ing to the people in this great country who 
love law and order to know of the actual 
facts of a certain case recently occurring 
in middle Georgia, where a certain defendant 
charged with an outrageous crime was le- 
gally indicted and punished by due process 
of law. 

On the 10th of this month a negro com- 
mitted the offense of assault with intent 
to rape on a white girl 12 years of age. 
The little girl was a member of one of the 
best families of Morgan county. He was 
captured two days afterward and her father, 
who is an upright, Christian gentleman, who 
openly stated to -his 
neighbors that he wanted the law to take its 


course, 


The assailant was arrested in the country 
on the day of the primary election and cooler 
heads in the community coincided with the 
views of the father. The negro was turned 
over to the sheriff of the 88 and out of 

5 was lodged in the Clarke county 
ail. 2 

As soon as I was informed of the charge 1 
called a special session of Morgan superior 
court on the 24th of this month and appoint- 
ed counsel, as provided by the constitution 
of the state, and ordered them to go to Ath- 
ens and consult with the defendant and as- 
certain if he desired any witnesses subpoe- 
naed and prepare his defense, if any.

How to Relieve the Pressure 
On the Supreme Court and 
Court of Appeals of Georgia 


Editor Constitution: It is a well-known 
fact that the appellate courts of Georgia 
are burdened to such an extent that the 
decisions rendered by them cannot receive 
the attention that they would like to bestow 
upon them;.the condition being caused by 
such an overwhelming number of cases for 
consideration and decision. 

The writer is not apprised of the number 
of cases carried to the appellate courts of 
Georgia involving amounts of $800 and less, 
but the chances are that if the appellate 
courts could be relieved of all cases involv- 
ing $300 and less, their dockets would per- 
haps not contain more than half the cases 
that they now carry. 

It is unfair to our appellate courts to 
overwork them, and it is not pleasing to 
the litigants to have cases pending so long 
in them before they are decided. 

The plan proposed is for the governor to 
select three superior court judges for each 
judicial circuit in the state, to convene at 
some central point in each circuit twice a 
year, and let these three judges consider 
and pass upon the cases involving $300 and 
less, where writs of error have been sued 
out from the various courts throughout the 
state. Of course the judge of the circuit 
in which the writs of error are sued out 
could not preside in the appellate division 
of the superior court in hig circuit. 

If proper legislation could be enacted to 
incorporate into law the foregoing sug 
gestions the supreme court and the court 
of appeals of Georgia would be greatly re- 
lieved from their overwork, and litigants 
would be much better served. If this were 
done, our supreme court's and court of ap- 
peals’ decisions would be much more thor- 
ough, and business would be expedited 
very much. Then our appellate courts. 
would have ample time to consider in detail 
the cases which came before them. Some- 
thing must be done to relieve the pressure 
and to prevent stagnation of litigation be- 


fore the courts.
